Rememo to SAC, 12/22/64, concerning "MINUTEMEN; 
INFO CONCERNING” in which it was pointed out that captioned 
individual, a Palm Beach County, Florida, detective sergeant, 
and deputy sheriff, had received a letter from an unknown 
source containing Minutemen literature. 


On February 4, 19865 HALEY advised that he had 
sent, as requested in this literature, 20¢ to Minutemen, 
P.O. Box 68, Norborne, Mo. On about January 25, 1965 he 
received an answor. The answer came in an envelope marked 


_ "3rd Closs" which was postmarked in Independence, Mo. with 
no date in the postmark. Inside that envelope was a second 


envelope which was a “Business Reply Envelope" indicating 

no postage necessary if mailed in the United States. This 
envelope was addressed to "Biolab Corporation, Norborne, 
Missouri". Insice that envelope was a pamphlet entitled 
“Principles of Guerrilla Warfare” which indicated on its face 
that it was published by "Minutemen, P.O. Box 68, Norborne, 
Wissouri"”. Also enclosed was a Membership Application Yorn 
for Minutemen; a Slip of paper on which was printed a 
"caution" that checks are microfilmed by banks and records 
kept for years, so avoid use of checks in dealing with the 
organization and send cash; and a mimeographed letter on 
Minutemen letterhead addressed to "Dear Fellow American" and 
Signed "ROBERT B. DePUGH", voicing appreciation for the ad- 
dressee’s interest in Minutemen and inviting him to £111 out 
the application form to be submitted with fee of $5.00 which 
will make that porson a provisional member and entitle him to 
receive certain correspondence training. 
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It is requested a PSI case be Opened, Airtel 
initiating PSI investigation will be Submitted. The above 
b will be transmitted to the Miami
